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DETAILED ACTION 

A response and amendment were received and entered on May 14, 2010. New 
claims 45-54 have been added. Claims 1-25 and 30 are cancelled. Claims 26-29 and 
31-54 are pending. Claims 27-29 are withdrawn due to a previous requirement for 
restriction. Applicant's amendment necessitates this supplemental requirement for 
restriction. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 14, 
2010 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
The species are as follows: 

Election is required of one of various species of components of the composition 
recited in claims 26 and 31-54. Applicant may elect a dose comprising a bacterium 
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(recited in claims 26, 31 and 45-51), an active fragment of a bacterium (recited in claims 
26, 31 , 38 and 53), a protein secreted from a bacterium (recited in claims 26, 31 , 39 and 
52), or a specific combination of these components (recited in claims 26, 31 and 40). 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic 
is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise require 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim. Currently, no claim(s) are generic. 
The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the manner set 
forth above. 

2. REQUIREMENT FOR UNITY OF INVENTION 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The technical feature 
that is common to all of the groups is a bacterium of the genus Dietzia or some 
component thereof. However, bacteria of the genus Dietzia were known in the art at the 
time of the invention, as taught by Rainey et al. (International Journal of Systematic 
Bacteriology, 1995, 45:32-36; document cited in IDS). Therefore, there is not special 
technical feature that makes a contribution over the prior art. 

As provided in 37 CFR 1 .475(a), a national stage application shall relate to one 

invention only or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive 

concept ("requirement of unity of invention"). Where a group of inventions is claimed in

a national stage application, the requirement of unity of invention shall be fulfilled only 
when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more of 
the same or corresponding special technical features. The expression "special technical 
features" shall mean those technical features that define a contribution which each of 
the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. 

The determination whether a group of inventions is so linked as to form a single 
general inventive concept shall be made without regard to whether the inventions are 
claimed in separate claims or as alternatives within a single claim. See 37 CFR 
1 .475(e).
